Assembly announces 
£9 million investment 


in the future of Barry!

AT LAST, after 
three years of cam¬ 
paigning - and on St 
David’s Day, too! - 
Barry was named a 
‘strategic regenera¬ 
tion area’ and will 
get a £9million 
investment. 

Jocelyn Davies AM, 
the Deputy Minister for 
Housing and 

Regeneration, appropri¬ 
ately made the announce¬ 
ment at Barry Dock, an 
area that made the town 
world famous through its 
coal exports a century 
ago. 

The Minister said: 
“This is excellent news 
for the people of Barry, 
who will see huge 
improvements to their 
town over the coming 
years. 

“The strategic regen¬ 
eration area (SRA) will 
focus on key communi¬ 
ties in the town. We will 
work with the Vale 
Council and other key 
partners to develop an 
integrated action plan for 
the town over the next 
few months. 

“The plan will address 
a number of key issues 
and will reflect the main 
regeneration needs and 
opportunities in the area. 

“The programme will 
work to add value to 
existing and planned 
activities which already 
contribute towards the 
regeneration of Barry. 

“The funding made 
available by the 
Assembly Government 
to this SRA will provide 
the catalyst for further 
public and private sector 
investment.” 

The chairman of Pride 
in Barry, Paul Haley, said 
he was delighted by the 
news. 

“We would like to 
thank the Minister for 
responding positively to 
the strong case that Pride 
in Barry presented to 
both the Assembly peti¬ 


tions committee and 
enterprise and learning 
committee. 

“Pride in Barry pub¬ 
licly thanks all those who 
supported the campaign 
and signed the petition, 
and its members who 
maintained a firm belief 
that the job of regenerat¬ 
ing our town needed to 
be completed properly, 
and all who made such a 
great effort to keep this 
issue in view.” 

Mr Haley said the 
organisation would be 
working hard to ensure 
that the community got 
real value from the 
investment, adding: 
“This announcement is a 
proud day for the town.” 

Barry is the seventh 
location in Wales to gain 
‘strategic regeneration’ 
status.

• stimulate the busi¬ 
ness sector to make the 
most of the St Athan 
defence college project 
and other major invest¬ 
ments.

“Welsh Assembly 
investment has already 
made an impact with the 
pedestrianisation of 
Holton Road, the clear¬

Natalie tells of her 
seven-year battle 
with anorexia - and 
backs Beat Cymru

A BRAVE Barry 
young woman has 
spoken of the illness 
that she has strug¬ 
gled with for the last 
seven years, in an 
attempt to raise 
awareness of 

anorexia. 

Natalie McCulloch 
(21) who lives on Barry 
Island, last week attend¬ 
ed the launch of Beat 
Cymru at the Welsh 
Assembly, the first all- 
Wales charity for people 
suffering from eating dis¬ 
orders, and she has 
decided to share her own 
experience to promote 
understanding of the ill¬ 
ness. 

Natalie said: “Carwyn 
Jones, the First Minister, 
who is helping to put 
together a framework for 
Wales, was one of the 
main speakers, there was 


a question and answer 
session with a panel, an 
opportunity for people to 
network, and a speech by 
Sarah Perrott, the Welsh 
figure skating champion 
that was very inspiring.” 

Natalie is an enthusi¬ 
astic supporter of Beat 
Cymru because it aims to 
help people like herself, 
who have suffered from 
eating disorders. 

“At about 13 or 14, my 
problems started and got 
progressively worse. I 
was concerned about my 
body image and began to 
lose weight, thinking it 
was a way to fit in.” 

Natalie was taken to 
the University Hospital 
of Cardiff with heart pal¬ 
pitations, and went on to 
the Harvey Jones Unit 
for 12 months, which at 
the time helped adoles¬ 


cents with acute mental 
illnesses. Despite her 
problem, Natalie took her 
GCSEs and A-Levels. 

“The staff at Bryn 
Hafren were very sup¬ 
portive and extremely 
helpful - they kept 
believing in me.” 

Natalie even started a 
university course, but 
was forced to leave it. 
She spent time in a unit 
in Wiltshire which was 
funded by the Welsh 
Assembly. 

“Specialist treatment 
is currently provided in 
England, which meant I 
was away from the peo¬ 
ple I love. 

“The treatment was 
intensive with a lot of 
support and the expecta¬ 
tion of gaining weight. 

“I discharged myself 
as I felt I had done well,

but probably not as well 
as I had thought.” 

She has since had a 
spell at a unit in 
Llandough Hospital. 

“It’s a battle every day. 
It is not about food. Food 
is the symptom of it. It is 
about feelings, emotions 
and behaviour.”

Jewel Williams, who came from Devon, also 
built the Royal Hotel in Barry Road and Jewel 
Street. 

In the 1940s and 50s, Cadoxton House was the 
home and surgery of Dr Monro, a well-liked and 
much-respected doctor in Cadoxton.

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Allegations of Barry 
man’s attack on four 
years old child were 
placed on Facebook 


DETAILS of a case 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court in which a 
Barry man faced 
allegations that he 
had attacked a boy 
aged four, were put 
on Facebook, the 
court heard. 

As a result Stephen 
Biggs (26) was con¬ 
cerned for his personal 
safety, said his defence 
council Jeremy Jenkins. 

On Facebook people 
had entered quotes “You 
are going to rot in hell” 
;and “you pervert”; and 
finally, “let’s play 
noughts and crosses on 
your face with a Stanley

knife”. 

Biggs of Jenner Road, 
Barry admitted a charge 
of causing the boy actual 
bodily harm. 

He was jailed for eight 
months, the sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years, 
made subject to a super¬ 
vision order for two 
years, and ordered to 
carry out 200 hours 
unpaid work for the com¬ 
munity. 

Prosecutor Claire 
Wilkes said the defen¬ 
dant committed the 
offence in the Barry area 
after which he took the 
child to a local hospital. 


Staff became suspi¬ 
cious and the boy was 
taken to the University 
Hospital of Wales. 

There, doctors found 
multiple bruising to his 
face, ear, forehead, neck, 
upper arm and to a shoul¬ 
der blade. 

An injury to the neck, 
though superficial, had 
the appearance of a liga¬ 
ture being used, but this 
was not proved. 

Altogether said Ms 
Wilkes, there were 16 
separate sites of injury 
and they were non-acci¬ 
dental. 

Initially, Biggs 


claimed the child had 
fallen on a toy, and he 
also alleged another child 
could have been respon¬ 
sible. 

Mr Jenkins said the 
attack was not sustained 
and there was nothing 
sadistic about it. 

Judge William Gaskell 
told Biggs: “That child 
could have suffered frac¬ 
tures and even brain 
damage, but in the event, 
he had bruising alone.” 

The judge said Biggs 
had tried to put the blame 
on another child, which 
was “contemptible”. 


Jury clears Penarth 
man of sex charges 


AFTER retiring for one hour, a 
jury at Cardiff Crown Court 
cleared a Penarth man of alle¬ 
gations that he sexually abused 
a young girl. 

Mark Watts (31) married, of 
Fulmar Close was found not guilty of 
two charges of rape, not guilty of two 
charges of attempted rape, four of 
committing acts of gross indency and 
four of indecent assault. 

Prosecutor Ruth Smith claimed the 
offences occurred in the Barry area 


when the girl was aged between eight 
and 12. 

Watts told the jury: “I have never 
touched that girl indecently and there 
was no indecent conduct whatsover.” 

He said he first became aware of 
the allegations in October 2001. 

He said: “I was offered money to 
leave the country,” but he added he 
didn’t accept the offer. 

He told the court that he denied all 
the allegations. 


‘Flying 
Vet’ bailed 

‘FLYING VET’ 
Maurice Kirk 
appeared at the Vale 
Magistrates Court in 
Barry on February 24. 

Mr Kirk (64) of 
Tynewydd Road, Barry, 
has been charged with 
using threatening words 
or behaviour likely to 
cause alarm or distress 
at Caswell Clinic, 
Bridgend, on February 
10, and resisting two 
policemen in the execu¬ 
tion of their duty. 

Mr Kirk was granted 
bail until April 28. 


Barry man sentenced 
for child porn offence 


A PIZZA delivery 
man has been jailed 
for 10 months at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court for possess¬ 
ing pornographic 
images of children. 

The offence came to 
light when a fire broke 
out at the Barry home of 
Robert Clarke (53) after 
which he sent his com¬ 
puter hard drive to a 
specialist firm to be 
cleaned. 

The images were 
spotted and the police 
were called, said the 
prosecutor, David 
Lloyd. 

Clarke, of Pontyclun 
Close, had previously 
pleaded guilty before 
Barry Magistrates to 
having indecent photos 
of children and was 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence.

THE history of Barry 
Island, from Victorian 
times to the 80s, is fea¬ 
tured in a new free 
photographic exhibi¬ 
tion by town resident 
Tom Clemett at ‘The 
Room in the Park’ 
which continues at the 
Victoria Park venue 
until March 31 from 
10am-4pm daily. 


Mr Lloyd said: “The 
fire occurred last May. 
Clarke retrieved his 
hard drive and sent it off 
to be cleaned. 

“Five images were 
discovered, ranging 
from level 3 to level 5, 
which is the most seri¬ 
ous. 

They featured girls 
aged eight to 15. One 
involved ‘pseudo rape’ 
and rape. 

When arrested, 
Clarke said he was “not 
into that sort of porn” 
and had intended delet¬ 
ing it. 

His counsel, Adam 
Sharpe, said: “I have to 
acknowledge that this is 
serious and disturbing. 
They were for his per¬ 
sonal gratification and 
not to be distributed to 
others. 

“No one else had 
access to his computer, 


and he has lived alone 
for 15 years. 

He said Clarke co¬ 
operated with the police 
and had expressed 


remorse. 

Prison, he added, 
would mean the loss of 
his home and of his 
employment.

say Assembly Members 


IT was a bleak week 
on the jobs front in 
Barry, as Ineos 
ChlorVinyls, based 
just outside the town, 
announced it was 
closing its local plant 
with the loss of 40 
jobs. 

The factory is located on 
the Sully Moors Road and 
produces PVC. 

The company said that 
the staff in Barry would be 
offered jobs elsewhere in 
the country. It will continue 
to supply customers from 
its other PVC plants at 
Runcorn and Newton 
Aycliffe. 

Mr Geir Tuft, Ineos 
ChlorVinyls’ business 
manager, said: “The con¬ 
solidation of our PVC 
operations will underpin 
security of supply to our 
UK customers while at the 
same time delivering an 
improved cost base. 

“Streamlining will 
allow us to concentrate on 
sites that will deliver long 
term growth and value to 
the business.” 

Two regional AMs, 
Chris Franks and Alun 
Cairns, said they were dis¬ 
mayed at the news. 

Mr Frank s called on the 
government in London to 
re-examine its economic 
strategy. 

“It is disappointing to 
see the jobs go, particularly 
when it seems that there is 
an upturn in the economy. 
It shows that the Welsh 


economy still has a long 
way to go. 

“Our thoughts must be 
with the workers and their 
families. They mustn’t for¬ 
get that there are now 
Welsh government 

schemes in place to help 
them to retrain and to find a 
new job.” 

Mr Franks added: “I am 
calling for Ministers in 
London to give more of 
priority to manufacturing. 
For far too long Gordon 
Brown’s government 
seems to be more con¬ 
cerned with boosting the 
financial sector in the City 
of London, rather than sup¬ 
port Welsh manufacturers.” 

Alun Cairns said he 
would be asking the Welsh 
Assembly Government 


what action it had taken to 
try and retain the jobs in 
Wales. 

“This company is keep¬ 
ing open its plants in 
Cheshire and County 
Durham. Although they are 
saying that there has been a 
drop in demand for then- 
vinyl products, there is still 
enough work to keep then- 
other two plants going. 

“So the question is - 
why have they chosen to 
close Barry, instead of one 
of the others? 

“I want to know if 
everything possible was 
done to persuade them to 
keep open the plant in 
Barry and to offer them all 
the assistance that is avail¬ 
able at this difficult time.” 


Penarth Scouts 
get £34K grant

The money will be used 
by Penarth District Scout 
Council to add two rooms 
off their main hall, to allow 
for storage, meetings and 
for adults to use during 
sleepovers.

this latest round of funding 
from the Welsh govern¬ 
ment.

Assembly Government 
grants and funding.” 

The funding is part of a 
£7 million package of sup¬ 
port over the next three 
years for 46 projects 
across Wales through the 
Assembly Government's 
Community Facilities and 
Activities Programme 
(CFAP).

Coun Margaret 
Alexander explained that 
the lunch is held to cele¬ 
brate the life of Dorothy 
Rees, elected MP for 
Barry in 1950, one of 
only four women MPs in 
the Commons at the 
time. 

“We also commemo¬ 
rate the achievements of 
women in so many fields 
since 1913, when a 
group of women workers 
in America marched in 
support of women’s 
rights. 

“One of Dorothy 
Rees’s interests was 
female education, and I 
am sure she would be 
pleased to see how 
women’s education has 
widened since her day. 

“We also celebrate the 
lives of other women 
from the area who have 
excelled in their particu¬ 
lar fields, like Grace 
Williams, acknowledged 
as one of the 20th cen¬ 
tury’s leading com¬ 
posers; Elizabeth Philips 


Hughes, passionate sup¬ 
porter of women’s edu¬ 
cation with a graduate 
college in Cambridge 
University, Hughes 
College, named after her. 

“She started the first 
Workers Educational 
Association in Gladstone 
School in 1904, which 
ran evening classes for 
those working people 
who had to earn a living, 
rather than continue their 
full time education. 

“Margaret Lindsay 
Williams, was a prolific 
painter and gold medal¬ 
list of the Royal 
Academy, a painter of 
politicians and generals 
but a passionate support¬ 
er of the National 
Eisteddfod (she was a 
member of the Gorsedd) 
and a supporter of the 
South Wales Arts’ 
Association. 

“One of her paintings 
used to hang in the 
library of the old town 
hall. What happened to it 
is one of the great Barry 
mysteries. 

“Hilda Price was bom 
in 1910, a dancer, air¬ 
frame fitter, nurse, life¬ 
time trade unionist, cam¬ 
paigner for peace and 
pensioners. 

“These are just a few 
of the many notable 
women with links to 
Barry and the Vale - yet 
another reason to have a 
Vale museum!” Coun 
Alexander added

Crematorium 
charges rise 
at Coy church 


THE services at the 
crematorium, 
which is jointly run 
by Bridgend, Vale 
of Glamorgan and 
Rhondda Cynon 
Taff Councils, is set 
to rise by ten per 
cent. 

The Coychurch 
Crematorium Joint 
Committee is being 
asked tomorrow, Friday, 
to approve the rise, 
which will see the price 
of an adult cremation 
increase from £386 to 
£425 from April 1. 

According to a report 
from Richard Fletcher, 
the clerk and technical 
officer, the extra money 
is needed to pay for 
improvements at the cre¬ 
matorium, which 

includes the installation 
of replacement crema¬ 
tors. 

The crematorium 
dealt with 1,808 crema¬ 
tions in 2009 - 757 from 
Bridgend, 601 from the 
Vale, 306 from Rhondda 


Cynon Taff and 54 from 
non- residents. 

At the moment, 
Coychurch stands 234th 
out of a list of 255 cre¬ 
matoria for its charges - 
the highest charges are 
levied at Harrogate 
where a fee of £623 is 
levied. 

Increasing the charge 
to £425 will bring the 
crematorium in line with 
those at Swansea and 
Narberth, which also 
charge £425 but will put 
it ahead of Margam, 
which charges £363. 

All the others in south 
Wales will be cheaper, 
apart from Llanelli 
which charges £460. 

All the fees charged at 
the crematorium for var¬ 
ious services will 
increase from April 1, 
apart from the funerals 
of children aged under 
16, which remain free as 
long as they are held on 
weekdays. 


1 FEEL very 
privileged that 
we have such a 
wonderful amenity 
as the beach at 
Barry Island.

I have been very sur¬ 
prised at the response of 
the owners, who think it 
is a huge joke and laugh 
at their dogs’ behaviour. 


We try to time our 
visits to avoid the large 
number of dog walkers, 
and I wish people would 
understand that accidents 
will happen if horses are 
frightened. 

I hope Barry Council 
makes it abundantly 
clear to dog walkers that 
they should adhere to the 
countryside code. 

The beach at Barry 
Island is a wonderful 
facility to be enjoyed by 
all and I hope that 
responsible dog owners 
will take note of this. 

Only a few have I 


seen clear up after their 
dogs. Some ignore the 
problem altogether and 
just walk away. 

I have also noted that 
the council workers do a 
wonderful job, emptying 
bins and clearing away 
rubbish at the early hour 
of 7 am. 

I am really impressed 
that the promenade is 
kept so beautifully tidy. 

It would be a shame 
not to have the use of 
this superb facility.

Much of the last few 
months has been dedi¬ 
cated to budget setting. 
Everyone is aware of 
the financial crisis that 
has hit the world econ¬ 
omy, and local govern¬ 
ment is not immune to 
its effects. 

Our budgets are 
being squeezed as the 
Welsh Assembly must 
be frugal with its 
grants to local govern¬ 
ment and the recession 
is causing a drop in our 
income from areas 
such as our leisure cen¬ 
tres. 

Our challenge is to 
protect essential servic¬ 
es while keeping the 
level of council tax 
down. We appreciate 
that many residents’ 
finances have also been 
affected by the reces¬ 
sion. 

This year, we have 
kept the council tax 
increase to 3.9 per 
cent. An average Band 
D property in the Vale 
will be charged 
£894.33 for council 
services (this does not 
include the charges 
levied by the police 
force or community 
and town councils).

that the average Welsh 
council tax charge for a 
Band D property will 
be £926.52 - meaning 
the Vale’s council tax 
is lower than average. 

We still have to 
press on with major 
projects, such as our 
school investment 
strategy. Our young 
people are the workers 
of tomorrow and the 
success of our future 
economy depends on a 
well educated work¬ 
force. 

Vale school pupils 
are the scientists, doc¬ 
tors, policy makers and 
engineers of tomorrow 
and we are determined 
to provide excellent 
education in schools 
housed in first class 
buildings.

We 
are also a major buyer 
of goods and services 
from the private sector. 

The squeeze on pub¬ 
lic finances has an 
effect on our society 
way beyond the walls 
of the Civic Offices.

Barry murder trial 
continues as court 
is told of stabbing 


A MAN alleged to 
have been mur¬ 
dered during an 
incident in Barry 
when, it is claimed, 
he was stabbed 
through the heart, 
“had a fiery tem¬ 
per” a witness told 
a jury at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

But Paul Michael 
Jones, a married man, 
who suffered two fatal 
wounds, was always “a 
happy guy”, said his 
friend of 20 years, 
Christopher Painting. 

Before the court is 
John Chivers, 30, of 
Cardiff Road, Barry, 
who denies the charge of 
murdering Mr Jones, 
who was known as 
‘Jonah’. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Chambers said that the 
two men, Mr Painter and 
the defendant’s girl¬ 
friend, Dominique 
Fitzgerald, were initially 
drinking in the ‘King 
Billy’ pub in Cadoxton 
on the night of August 3.

house, Chivers and Mr 
Jones were involved in a 
dispute, exchanged 
blows and shortly after, 
it is alleged, the defen¬ 
dant stabbed him twice 
through the heart with a 
carving knife he had 
obtained from the 
kitchen of Miss 
Fitzgerald’s house. 

After the alleged inci¬ 
dent, Chivers left the 
scene and took an over¬ 
dose, said Mr Chambers. 

Mr Painting told the 
jury that his friend Mr 
Jones and the defendant 
were speaking in the pub 
and seemed to be getting 
on well. 

Later, Mr Jones drove 
Mr Painting and the 
defendant to Columbus 
Close, where Miss 
Fitzgerald lived. 

At one point, he said, 
he saw Chivers “strike 
Miss Fitzgerald to the 
face with the back of his 
hand.” 

“She hit the deck. Mr 
Jones said: ‘I’m not hav¬ 
ing that’ got out of the 
car and confronted him.” 

Mr Painting said they 
had a slanging match 
and went for each other, 
and he tried to defuse the 
situation, but was struck 
through a fence into a 
garden. 

He noticed Mr Jones 
going to his car to get 
something to defend 
himself. 

He next remembers 
him lying on the road 
saying “I’ve been 
stabbed.” 


Mr Painting said that 
the defendant had 
attacked him and 
demonstrated how he 
had stabbed at him. 

Cross examined by 
defence counsel, David 
Evans QC, he said he 
had no idea how Mr 
Jones was later found to 
have a high content of 
cocaine in his blood. 

“I didn’t see him tak¬ 
ing cocaine and that’s 
not a lie.” 

He agreed his friend 
had “a fiery temper” but 
he had never seen him 
strike anyone in his 
company. 

He added that he was 
also unaware that Mr 
Jones threw the first 
punch that night, but he 
did know, he said, that 
he had been in trouble 
with the police in the 
past. 

Earlier in the trial, a 
female witness said she 
had seen some of the 
incident from the bath¬ 
room of her parents’ 
home after having a 
shower. 

She noticed the defen¬ 
dant coming out of the 
house with a knife. 

She described the 
events as something 
“like a bad dream”. 

In a statement read to 
the court, a scenes of 
crime investigator said 
that the following day he 
recovered a carving 
knife embedded in a 
lawn in a house in 
Columbus Close, and a 
wheel brace from the

OF THE WORLD WIDE WEB 


LAST time we 
noted the prepara¬ 
tion needed to get a 
good end product 
be it in DIY or 
designing a website.

If you have looked at 
them you will see sets of 
initials, some of which it 
would be useful to 
understand. It’s not 
essential, but it does 
help to be aware. Chris 
said “DON’T PANIC” 
and explained the mean¬ 
ing of the ones you are 
more likely to come 
across if you browse the 
web looking for further 
advice. 

Before that, though, 
he pointed out that the 
Internet and the World 
Wide Web, although 
used interchangeably by 
many people, are quite 


different things. 

The Internet is the 
physical network of 
computers with their 
loaded programmes and 
wires that link them all 
together. 

The Web is the many 
millions of pages of 
information that is 
stored ready to be 
looked at by anyone who 
can access it on the mil¬ 
lions of websites. 

For the system to 
work there must be order 
imposed. Just as society 
establishes manners as a 
code of acceptable con¬ 
duct, so the Web needs 
the same thing, but to 
work world-wide it 
needs to be agreed 
world-wide. These sets 
of rules are called 
Protocols. 

There are several of 
them to deal with differ¬ 
ent aspects of the opera¬ 
tion. 

Normal typing will do

(protocol) was devised 
to link highlighted 
words to another part of 
the document (or even 
another web page). This 
superior text is called 
hypertext and in use it is 
known as HTML that 
stands for Hyper Text 
Mark-up Language. 

The agreement to use 
it everywhere means that 
the system of transfer¬ 
ring information around 
the internet is the Hyper 
Text Transfer Protocol 
(HTTP). 

That is the http, you 
see at the start of a web 
address. It is so common 
now that you don’t need 
to type it. It is assumed 
and automatically insert¬ 
ed. 

Files are transmitted 
according to a File 
Transfer Protocol (FTP). 
There are non-profit 
organisations that 
administer these matters 
and allocate names as 
required. 

Each website occu¬ 
pies a piece of territory 
somewhere on the 
Internet and this area 
(called a domain) has a 
domain name. 

You can make up your 
own name, but it must 
be unique and will have 
bits attached to help with 
that; for example .uk to 
say it is British. 

Each piece of your 
equipment that is linked 
to the internet has an IP 
address. It is the address 


of the device under the 
Internet Protocol. Again, 
there are organisations 
that impose order on 
things so that you don’t 
have to worry about 
them. 

It’s so nice that most 
of the things you need to 
do require a simple 
mouse-click!

Vale Heritage Centre 
coalition is launched 


A GROUP formed 
to convince the Vale 
Council of the mer¬ 
its of a Vale 
Heritage Centre 
was officially 

launched this week. 

The Vale Heritage 
Centre Coalition has 
been formed by local his¬ 
torians Dr Jonathan 
Hicks, Aldon Grisdale, 
Andy Hinton, Glenn 
Booker, John Chucas, 
Howard Thomas, Alun 
Robertson and Brian 
Luxton. 

In partnership with the 
‘Barry, Wales’ website 
owner Steve Williams, 
Ade Pitman who runs the 
‘World at War’ website, 
Paul Haley of ‘Pride in 
Barry’, and David 
Simpson of the ‘Barry 
Merchant Seamen’ web¬ 
site, the group has met 
several times since 
Christmas to discuss how 
to ensure that the history 
of the Vale is preserved. 

The group’s mission 
statement states: ‘We 
believe that the Vale of 
Glamorgan has a rich, 
varied and important his¬ 


tory that should be pre¬ 
served for posterity and 
displayed in an appropri¬ 
ate venue for the benefit 
and education of local 
people and visitors ’. 

To this end, the group 
is calling for the space set 
aside in the planning 
application submitted by 
the Barry Waterfront 
Consortium for commu¬ 
nity use to be dedicated 
to the construction of a 
Vale Heritage Centre. 

This building would 
contain static displays on 
the history of the Vale, 
plus exhibition space for 
material brought in for a 
special commemoration. 

Ade Pitman said: 
“Generations of people 
have grown up without 
knowing their local his¬ 
tory, and as Barry and the 
Vale even more become a 
suburb of Cardiff, if we 
miss this opportunity, 
people may never know 
the history of the area. 

“The Heritage Centre 
should tell the story of 
the Vale from pre-history 
to the present day. It 
should feature interactive 
exhibits and not simply 


be a dusty room full of 
pictures. It should attract, 
entertain and educate.” 

The group has contact¬ 
ed local history societies 
across the Vale and they 
have pledged their sup¬ 
port for the venture. 

“As a teacher, I firmly 
believe in education,” 
said Dr Hicks, “and what 
better place to start the 
teaching of history in our 
schools than in the histo¬ 
ry that lies all around us. 

“We would start with 
the dinosaur footprints 
and fossils to be found on 
Bendrick Rock and 
Lavemock Beach, to the 
ancient burial chambers 
like Tinkinswood, on 
through the Viking raids, 
the building of the 
medieval castles in the 
area, the Battle at St 
Fagans, the smugglers, 
the growth of the docks 
at Penarth and Barry, the 
history of the Barry 
Railway Company - to 
the development of St 
Athan airfield, the story 
of the Great War and 
WW2, the growth of 
tourism and industry. The 
list is endless.

“Each town and vil¬ 
lage in the Vale would be

Llandough inspection was 
followed by ward closure 


A SNAP inspection at Llandough Hospital 
led to the closure of a ward because of poor 
cleanliness. 

The “unannounced cleanliness spot check” was 
carried out by staff from the Healthcare Inspectorate 
Wales (HIW). 

The inspectors called during refurbishment work at 
the hospital and found that “the general standards of 
cleanliness in the public corridors was poor and clut¬ 
tered, with equipment and beds which were visibly 
dusty.” 

The inspectors went on to say that all the operating 
theatres, anaesthetic rooms and recovery areas were 
found to have “an acceptable standard of cleanliness.” 

However, some wards visited were found to have 
a poor standard of cleanliness, with high levels of 
dust, and issues in relation to estates were also identi¬ 
fied. 

The inspectors went on: “On ward East 8, we 
raised concerns in relation to the progress of an action 
plan, issued in May 2009, to address cleanliness and 
infection control issues. 

“Following our visit, ward East 8 was closed for 
refurbishment. We have been assured that the issues 
identified will be addressed as soon as possible.” 

In a joint statement, University Health Board chair, 
David Francis, and chief executive, Jan Williams said: 

“Cardiff and Vale University Health Board accepts 
in full the findings of the report published by Health 
Inspectorate Wales, following its unannounced clean¬ 
liness spot check at Llandough University Hospital in 
November 2009. 

“We were disappointed that the standards of clean¬ 
liness found by the inspection team at the hospital 
were unacceptable and took immediate steps, includ¬ 
ing the closure of one ward (East 8) in order to make 
improvements. 

“We are particularly disappointed that this failure, 
coming so soon after the new health board’s forma¬ 
tion, detracts from all the excellent work that is being 
done by our staff, day in and day out.” 

The statement continued: “We are determined that 
the cleanliness standards for our hospitals and clinics 


will be among the best, and the board is investing in a 
rolling programme of refurbishment at Llandough, 
encompassing both individual wards and the hospital 
more generally.” 

They added that more staff training would take 
place, and that an action plan had been put in place to 
tackle the HIW criticisms. 

The statement concluded: “We give our full com¬ 
mitment to patients, staff and the public that we will 
not tolerate sub-standard levels of cleanliness at any of 
our hospitals or other premises.” 

Plaid call for 
St David’s Day 
bank holiday 

DR IAN JOHNSON, Plaid Cymru parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for the Vale, has called 
for a St David’s Day Bank Holiday to be 
introduced. 

Dr Johnson said: “March 1 is a special day for us 
in Wales and it should be a national celebration 
recognised by an official Bank Holiday. 

“The United Kingdom, with eight days of bank 
holiday, has the lowest in the European Union, while 
the average across the 27 countries is between 11.5 
and 12.5 days of bank holidays per year. Some have 
as many as 18. 

“In Scotland, the Scottish Government gives 
workers the right to choose between taking a day off 
on St Andrew’s Day, or a different holiday, while in 
Northern Ireland, there are two additional bank hol¬ 
idays more than the rest of the UK - a St Patrick’s 
Day holiday and the 12th of July, the celebration of 
the Battle of the Boyne. 

“Why is it that we are not allowed to hold a simi¬ 
lar celebration here?”

St David’s Day in the 
language of the Bible

DURING Mr WGA Turner’s reign as 
manager of Aberthaw and Rhoose 
Cement Works, he suggested a periodical 
about the works plans and activities 
would give pleasure. 

The welfare officer, the late Mr John Malings, 
was entrusted to edit The Channel and be respon¬ 
sible for its success or otherwise. 

It proved a great success and more than 110 
issues were printed. 

Mr Malings occasionally penned ‘The 
Chronicles of the Scribe’ in a few issues, using 
biblical language. 

This particular one relates to St David’s Day 
and the reaction of ‘The King’ to the missing daf¬ 
fodils... 

And it came to pass in those days that the king 
commanded his servants saying: Let us make our 
abode a thing of beauty. Command that flowers 
appear upon our windows that all may enjoy them. 

And his servants spake unto those which worked 
with iron and were skilled in the use of metals, say¬ 
ing: Make us now boxes of iron that we may fit 
them to the windows. And it was done. 

Then were the boxes sent unto those which tilled 
the ground, and they filled them with bulbs, even 
with daffodils, so that the boxes overflowed. Then 
was the king pleased, and awaited the coming of 
the spring with joy. 

And it came to pass that upon the last day of the 
month, even the month of February, three blooms 
appeared. Now the next day was a feast day, and 
the king arose, saying: Let us now see our blooms, 
whether they have prospered. And behold, they 
were gone. 

Then was the king exceeding wroth, and his 
countenance was changed, and he sent for the 
damsel which played upon the typewriter and said 
unto her: Issue now an edict and have it copies 
many times, and distribute it among the people.

Then certain of his servants spake softly unto 
him, saying: O my lord the king, let not they coun¬ 
tenance be changed, neither take the matter thus to 
heart. Hath the king forgotten that it is the feast of 
St David? Peradventure one of they servants hath 
taken the blooms as an offering. 

Did we not have many roses last year and not 
one of them was taken? Now, we pray thee, speak 
softly unto they servants; per-adventure it was a 
driver of one of the chariots which deliver they 
goods for thee, and not one of thine own servants. 

So the heart of the king was softened and a gen¬ 
tle edict was issued, that the flowers were for all to 
enjoy and not for one to pick. And the flowers 
bloomed exceedingly so that they were good to look 
upon, and thus they remained many days.

G W Y N F O R 
EVANS, Plaid 
Cymru’s first mem¬ 
ber of parliament 
who died in 2005, 
now has a memorial 
in the town of his 
birth. 

On Sunday, February 
28, a bronze memorial 
was unveiled of the 
famous patriot in Barry 
Library, King’s Square. 
The work of 
Llanuwchllyn sculptor 
John Meirion Morris, the 
plinth was designed and 
made by Ray Smith, who 
worked in the National 
History Museum at St 
Fagans. Euryn Ogwen 
Williams composed the 
wording of the inscrip¬ 
tion. ( See end of article). 

The work was com¬ 
missioned by a small 
committee formed by 
Mrs Gwenno Huws, for¬ 
mer deputy head at 
Ysgol Gymraeg Sant 
Baruc, Barry - “It pained 
me to see that there was 
nothing whatsoever in 
Barry to remember one 
of the town’s most well- 
known sons and one of 
Wales’ leading states¬ 
men. 

“When I retired in 
July last year, I saw my 
chance to do something 
about it, so I set about 
establishing a fund to 
raise money for a fitting 
memorial to him. 

“I’m very grateful to 
Mr Alcwyn Deiniol, Mr 
Geraint Evans, Mr Dulyn 
Griffith and Mrs Mai 
Marley for all their sup¬ 
port,” she added. 

Enough money was 
raised at Mrs Huws’ 


retirement to fund the 
work. In a farewell con¬ 
cert to her in July, disc 
jockey Aled Wyn 
Phillips and some of 
Wales’ best-known 
artists - Y Tebot Piws, 
Heather Jones, Sioned 
Mair, Grug, Elen Rhys 
and Brigyn - gave their 
time, free of charge, to 
raise funds. 

Sunday’s ceremony 
was conducted by Mr 
Dulyn Griffith, head 
teacher at Ysgol 
Gymraeg Sant Baruc. 

The memorial was 
officially unveiled by 
Lord Dafydd Elis- 
Thomas, President of the 
National Assembly for 
Wales, who said: 

“As a recent arrival in 
the Vale of Glamorgan, I 
am particularly honoured 
to be able to unveil this 
memorial, a bust of 
Gwynfor Evans, here in 
Barry, the town where he 
was born and brought up. 

“Although he was a 
parliamentary candidate 
in Meirionnydd, and a 
number of other con¬ 
stituencies before suc¬ 
ceeding in Carmarthen, 
he never lost sight of his 
vision of a united Wales 
where different areas and 
communities all con¬ 
tribute to the life of the 
nation - with the Welsh 
language, in the form of 
effective bilingualism, as 
a resource belonging to 
us all. 

“It is wonderful that 
Barry has seen extremely 
successful Welsh medi¬ 
um schools established.

TRAVOLTA’S 
career has had 
more ups and 
downs than the 
average Welsh Six 
Nations campaign: 
having blasted into 
public conscious¬ 
ness with the dou¬ 
ble whammy of 
Grease and 
Saturday Night 
Fever , he proceeded 
to mix up his bigger 
roles with such 
underrated fare as 
Urban Cowboy and 


Blow Out. 

However, as 
Travolta’s profile 
increased, so did his 
inability to pick the right 
projects; the likes of the 
Look Who’s Talking fran¬ 
chise attesting to this. 

Quentin Tarantino 
gave his career a shot in 
the arm with Pulp 
Fiction , and since then 
Travolta has managed to 
make the good 
(Face/Off), the bad 
(Domestic Disturbance ) 
and the downright ugly 
(Battlefield Earth ) as his 
career pinballs from 
highs to lows. 

His latest film, From 


Paris With Love , sees 
him play Charlie Wax, 
an unconventional 
American spy who is 
teamed with James 
Reece (Jonathan Rhys 
Meyers), an employee of 
the US ambassador’s 
office, who has ambi¬ 
tions of becoming a top- 
level spy. 

As the pair try to 
work their way up the

of John Travolta could 
also be applied to Luc 
Besson. Once one of 
cinema’s most visionary 
directors, with the likes 
of The Big Blue, Nikita 
and Leon on his CV, he 
has spent the majority of 
the ten years or so writ¬ 
ing and producing films 
of questionable quality, 
from the daftly enjoy¬ 
able Taxi franchise to the 
weak Unleashed. 

His most notable 
recent success, however, 
was with the guiltily 
superb Taken, and he 
teams up with that film’s 
director, Pierre Morel, 
here, with Besson on 
producing duties and 
also being the creator of 
the film’s story. 

However, those hop¬ 
ing for more of the same 
with From Paris With 
Love will only be slight¬ 
ly sated; for while the 
wanton violence and 
action is ramped up in a 
similar fashion, there is 
far less to grab onto 
here, making it a ludi¬ 
crously fun, if ultimately 
redundant slice of cine¬ 
ma. 

One that isn’t lacking 
is John Travolta, whose 
performance here might 
not be the most nuanced 
and subtle of turns, but it 
certainly fits into the 
fizzy nature of the film. 

Sporting a bald head 
and a goatee beard, he 
reins in the more OTT 
tics of his character in

The Taking of Pelham 
123, and instead delivers 
a high-octane turn, low 
on subtlety, but big on 
dominating the screen. 

Travolta’s turn is big, 
with little in the way of 
‘quiet moments’ that 
offer any depth to the 
character. When we first 
meet him, he is berating 
customs officials with 
wildly colourful lan¬ 
guage, and when we 
leave him, he is more or 
less the same character; 
there are no life lessons 
to be learned here. 

Travolta, though, 
looks like he’s having a 
whale of a time with the 
character, and that cer¬ 
tainly is conveyed on 
screen, with the actor 
looking enthused and 
invigorated. 


The same can’t quite 
be said of Jonathan Rhys 
Meyers, who at least 
keeps up with Travolta 
while having little of his 
co-star’s impact. 

The actor is saddled 
with by far the duller 
role, and given that his 
performances often lack 
any palpable charisma, 
he at least offers a turn 
that more than matches 
that on the page and 
proves to be a superb 
foil to Travolta’s wilder 
turn. 

Director Pierre Morel 
certainly knows his way 
around an action set- 
piece, and From Paris 
With Love is littered with 
them, the shoot-outs and 
car chases not overly 
pushing the envelope but 
still executed with a 
wonderful dollop of 
chutzpah and style. 

Certainly, the violence 
is ladled on thickly, but 
it is the norm for films 
of this type of genre. 
Indeed, come the final 
act’s misplaced moralis¬ 
ing on the importance of 
one life against a thou¬ 
sand, and whether vio¬ 
lence begets violence, 
you are begging for a 
shoot-out to bring things 
back to excitement. 

It is another assured 
outing for Morel follow¬ 
ing Taken, and will be 
interesting to see where 
he will be going from 
here, as he may be able 
to shoot bangs and 


crashes with aplomb; but 
when given a strong nar¬ 
rative hopefully he can 
maintain his focus, as 
this film has only the 
flimsiest of narrative 
premises. 

While Luc Besson 
came up with the story, 
it was Adi Hasak who 
brought it to screen, and 
while he may have an 
inventive mind when it 
comes to the countless 
action moments, he 
doesn’t waste much time 
on the story, with a plot 
twist that, though hardly 
telegraphed, isn’t all that 
original either. 

However, Hasak does 
deserve the tip of the hat 
for including a line for 
Travolta referencing a 
‘Royale with cheese’, 
harking back to Pulp 
Fiction with a sly nod. 

While not a cinematic 
highpoint (but was it 
ever going to be), From 


Paris With Love is still a 
hugely serviceable and 
enjoyable action film 
that is perfect ‘leave- 
your-brain-at-the-door’ 
fodder. 

With a slight hint to 
further adventures for 
Charlie Wax, another 
trip to Paris wouldn’t be 
so bad at all. 

VERDICT - Hugely 
daft, incredibly over the 
top, yet shot through 
with enough high octane 
and enjoyment that it 
makes for an entertain¬ 
ing viewing. John 
Travolta’s scenery-chew¬ 
ing spy gives the film a 
lively enough focal 
point, while Pierre 
Morel’s way with a set- 
piece means that From 
Paris With Love is a film 
that you will forget 
about in the morning, 
but will be infinitely 
happier having taken in. 
Enjoyable.

I T wasn’t that many moons ago 
when Wales had an unwelcome 
international reputation as The 40- 
minute team\ capable of a spirited, 
even brilliant first half display, but 
unable to maintain it for the full 80 
minutes and guaranteed to fade long 
before the final whistle, as pressure and 
fitness issues told in the heat of battle. 

With this current Welsh team, physical 
conditioning is no longer a problem, so it is 
ironic that the match trend now seems to be 
reversed - with a sluggish, lack-lustre first 
40 minutes being followed by an all-action, 
edge-of-the-seat, second half fight-back that 
all too often comes far too late to win the 
day. 

If only the old first half and the new sec¬ 
ond half could be fused into a complete 80- 
minute whole, what a joy that would be for 
the nail-bitten fans (as well as the equally 
frustrated Wales coaches!) 

In the Six Nations opener, a belated burst 
of Welsh energy was not enough against a 
mediocre English side, that went on to only 
narrowly overcome world rugby minnows 
Italy. 

Against the battling Scots, the habitual 
Welsh second half revival won the day by 
the skin of their teeth (an exhilarating win 
put into sober focus by Scotland’s demise in 
Rome at the weekend). 

Against Grand Slam-hunting France at 
the Millennium Stadium on Friday evening, 
harsh reality again hit home in a 20-26 
defeat that left Wales’ remaining champi¬ 
onship hopes in tatters. 

In each case, Wales has generously 
allowed the opposition to take a substantial 
early lead, and then been forced into risk¬ 
taking, catch-up rugby, which though at 
times heroic and certainly entertaining, has 
had nerves a’jangling! 

^ Whereas England had somehow held out, 


and Scotland had imploded within seconds 
of victory, there was never any real danger 
of a belated Welsh comeback fazing the 
impressively-focused title-favourites, once 
the latter had a 20-point first half cushion, 
courtesy of two gratefully-taken intercep¬ 
tion tries. 

The lesson, it seems, had still not been 
learnt; though in truth, that was not the 
whole story, for the root cause of Wales’ 
current lack of success is glaringly obvious. 

As head coach Warren Gatland himself 
put it on Saturday evening : “We are the 
architects of our own misfortune”. 

He was referring, of course, to his team’s 
self-destructive tendency to scatter basic 
errors like confetti, aborting promising 
moves at the critical juncture, and gifting a 
clutch of soft points to opposing teams - 
who are then made to look far better than 
they really are. 

Dropped passes, give-away interceptions 
and surprising defensive lapses (given the 
squad’s strength in that department just a 
year ago), are some of the burning issues 
now being urgently addressed. 

The real pity is that this is a genuinely- 
talented Welsh team clearly simmering with 
potential, and flashes of brilliance give tan¬ 
talising glimpses of great things to come... 

...If only they can sort out the errors in 
execution and put two equal halves togeth¬ 
er, rather than persistently giving opponents 
a 20-point headstart and attempting to 
overhaul them as the clock winds down! 

Even so, the time surely cannot be too far 
distant when this still-developing young 
squad finally gels, and all the parts come 
together in a smoothly composite whole. 

Maybe that could even happen before the 
end of this year’s Six Nations - and with 
Italy and Ireland to come, who knows? 

What a morale booster that would be to 
Welsh preparations for the Rugby World Cup.J 


Maudesley ‘a star of future’
